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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY - 

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander; Anerican 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 


The April 4, 1963, issue о? "Тһе Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George Lincoln 
Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission, This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohitits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 


On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residenoe 
in Arlington, Virginia, оп February 26, 1959, as an international 
"Rational Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews anc Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 


According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases о? ANP struggle for ребер. are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses," 
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On Beptember 16, 1965, the source advised that George 
Lincoln Rockwell believes he has completed the first three posses 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the Beets sce 
masses.” The source stated Rockwell believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia,

A source advised in October, 1980, that the Chicago

. the State Committee, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 


A second source іп August, 1960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, "What Is Really Happening in Cuba?” distributed by 
the FPCC in Chicago. The aims and purposes of the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet include the following: "To disseminate 
the truth, to combat untruth; to publish and distribute factual 
information which the United States mass media suppresses, In 
genéral, to contribute to foundations for peace, friendship, 
and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people." The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these aims: "Ву 
mailing of informational bulletins; organizing public meetings 
and forums; providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings 
of interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to * 
Cuba and see for themselves, what conditions really are.” 


A third source adsigéd on March 9, 1964, that there 
has beenm activity of the FPCC in Chicago since late November, 
1963, and for all intents and purposes the organization is 
defunct,

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement eaptioned "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press, 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber 
as organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and Taber 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement.

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy, This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations іп the FPCC so that their 
influence as of May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP hás been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 


On May 20, 1963, & second source advised that Vincent 
"Ted" Lee, FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating 


FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no intention, of. per- 
mitting FPCC policy to be determined by айу other organization. 
This source stated that Lee believed that the FPCC should Р 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and 

the United States and should support the right of Cubans to .. А 


manage their revolution without interference from other nations. 
Lee did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se.
